COUNTY TO HAVE P IT 
I» ALLSTATE CHORUS 


Each High School to be Represented 
In Group of 600 Voices at Teach­ 
ers Convention 


The city council held an adjourned 
session Monday night at the council 
chamber for the main purpose 
of 
giving truck bids more 
considera­ 
tion, and a decision was made 
to 
purchase an Armleder two ton truck, 
at a bid of $2,(»34.25. 
The new truck is for use 
by 
the 
street department. Bids on trucks 
were received at the regular meeting 
last week, and live firms 
submitted 
proposals, which varied in 
to $2,800. 
The truck which was 
purchased 
Monday night will be equipped with 
a combination body, to lie used as a 
dump bed, or flat bed, 
and to 
lie 
equipped with hydrolie hoist, 
and 
other truck 
accessories. 
Delivery 
on tlie truck will bo made .in about 
ten days. 
The county has in use two Arm­ 
leder trucks which are in 
service 
daily. Bids on the other four trucks 
were from the International, 
Gen­ 
eral Motors, Stewart and Reo. 
After disposing of the truck bids 
and the council also took up unfin­ 
ished business. The trustees of 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
church 
were 
granted permission to make a gas 
connection in Morgan street at tin* 
church parsonage corner of Morgan 
and Fifth streets. The parsonage is 
served by a private gas line, 
and 
the change will he made to a utility 
line. The permission to open Mor­ 
gan street paving was granted upon 
condition that the required bond he 
furnished and the 
street 
repaired 
under the supervision of the 
department. 
Two fires on pumper number one 
at the fire station are in need of re­ 
placement, having been in 
service 
six years. Several local dealers sub­ 
mitted prices, and the 
councihnen 
gave the award to Howell Brothers 
for Goodyear tires, 40 by 8, and at 
a price of $221.90 for the pair. 
The 
councihnen 
also 
discussed 
again the act of garnisheement 
of 
wages of city employes. The council 
practically agreed that in the fu ­ 
ture city employes will he required 
to pay their hills without the matter 
being certified to the council under 
the garnishee law, and it was inti­ 
mated that unless the bill 
that the jobs of thi 
he declared vacant.

First Anniversary of Political Inves­ 
tigation Observed by Opening Ses- 
sion Earlier 


COUNCIL S ACTS PROBED 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 11—<U.R)— 
One year ago today, the first Marion 
county special grand jury was or­ 
dered to investigate political corrup­ 
tion charges. 
Since then, two additional 
grand 
juries have been impaneled and 
the 
last one is still in session after hav­ 
ing indicted Gov. Ed 
Jackson 
and 
Mayor John L. Duvall among others. 
1 he grand jury observed the an ­ 
niversary of the inquiry by opening 
its session 20 minutes earlier than 
usual and hearing witnesses in what 
was believed to be a probe 
of the 
eitv council. 
O. Ray Albertson, 
one 
of 
the 
members of the council, was 
the 
first person to enter the grand jury 
room. He was followed 
by A. V. 
Stackhouse and William W. Carter. 
Albertson and a number of lead­ 
ing business men were witnesses yes­ 
terday. The jury carried its deliber­ 
ations 45 minutes past the usual a«l- 
journment. A report was circulated 
that a number of true bills will 
be 
acted upon soon. 
The most reliable information was 
that certain official acts of the city 
council were being inquired into 


It was reported on good, authority 
today that two different delegations 
from neighboring county seats came 
to Rushville Sunday to see the mam­ 
mouth reptile after reading about it 
in th<* Star, One group oi people is 
said to have concluded that a corn 
field south of Rushville, where 
the 
corn had been blown down 
badly, 
was the scene of the battle 
where 
the gigantic boa was captured 
by 
the hi axe and fearless posse of citi­ 
zens. 


In some quarters* there was a ru­ 
mor that the demand for hard liquor

circus and biting some of the spec­ 
tators.

Peru, Ind., Get. 11—^U.R)—Life im­ 
prisonment for Frank Badgley, 2D, 
of Indianapolis, under the bank rob­ 
bery statute enacted by tlie* last leg­ 
islature xvill be demanded by Miami 
County authorities, it was 
learned 
here today. 
Badgley was trapped while hold­ 
ing up the Amboy State Bank S at­ 
urday afternoon. He was held 
a 
prisoner by 200 citizens until 
au ­ 
thorities could arrive to arrest him. 
Before vieldng, 
he 
wounded 
txvo 
men, Paul 
Norris, cashier of 
the 
bank, xvho failed to throw up 
his 
hands, and Clifton Small, 
Kokomo 
detective, who drove the bandit back 
into the bank, balking an attempt to 
flee. 
Judge Hurd Hurst of the 
Miami 
circuit court and Prosecutor Alton 
Rees conferred today regarding pro­ 
cedure in Badgley’s ease. It xvas un­ 
derstood that he probably would be 
given an opportunity to make a plea 
late today. 
Although accused of holding 
up 
an Indianapolis bank and the Cum­ 
berland postoflice, and suspected of 
f 100 filling station holdups in India­ 
napolis, Badgley is to 
be 
charged 
with and tried for the robberv 
of 
the Amboy bank, Prosecutor 
Rees 
said. 
The statute under which he 
will 
be tried permits an 
indeterminate 
sentence of not less than ten years 
or life imprisonment at the discre­ 
tion of the trial judge upon convic­ 
tion.

tried as an habitual criminal 
has 
been abandoned temporarily.

BRICK STREET BLAZE 
CAUSED BY GAS FUMES 


Firemen Have Unusual Task in Put­ 
ting Out Fire Leaping Between 
Cracks in Paved Street 


TR AFFIC POST IN DANGER 


“ Colonel” James II. Worth, 
xvell 
knoxvn to Rushville, where he is a 
familiar figure on the 
street, and 
who has been the subject of count­ 
less numbers of newspaper stories, 
“ broke” onto the front page of the 
Indianapolis Times Monday evening 
with a full length picture of himself, 
in all his sataorial splendor, and an 
interview xvith a reporter who evi­ 
dently had never heard the 
Joplin 
millionaire’s story. 
The burden of the 
interview 
is 
that “ Col.” Jim is not, Jooking for a 
tic 
rrth 
wife. He essayed the rrfle of a. blase 
widower and averred that when he 
advertised for a wife at the 
Clay- 
pool hotel in Indianapolis 
a 
few 
years ago, it was only as a joke. 
The colonel’s “ life cycle” xx’hich 
has been recited here many 
times, 
reviews his marriage to the rich wid­ 
ow in Colorado Springs, her 
death 
five years later and his inheriting of 
a fortune accumulated by his wife’s 
first husband in mines and real 
es­ 
tate. 


Firemen responded to a call of a 
peculiar nature ALonday night, when 
the brick street at Main and First 
street broke out into flames. 
A stop-and-go traffic signal is lo­ 
cated over a sewer man-hole at this 
point. For several days the odor of 
escaping gas has been 
noticeable, 
and a door on the foundation 
of 
the traffic signal has been left open 
to permit the fumes to escape. Alon- 
day night however the fumes ignited 
from sparks from the electric motor 
which operates the 
traffic 
signal, 
and the traffic post blazed up, 
as 
did the passages around the bricks 
for quite a distance in the street. 
firemen first took a hand chemi­ 
cal to the place, but this did not put 
out the flames, and 
the 
chemical 
truck xvas summoned, 
which 
re­ 
quired additional chemicals to 
do 
the work. The motor was turned off, 
and xvas left oft pending an investi­ 
gation. The gas fumes are believed 
to be due from a leakage of a g as­ 
oline tank in that vicinity, and 
serious explosion might have 
suited if the fumes had been 
fined for any length of 
time, 
damage was done by the fire.

the hospital with mastoiditis,

Money paid l»y owners of automo- 
bles into the state auto theft fund is 
for the express purpose of protect­ 
ing the interests of motorists, 
but 
io r m a n y years past this fund has 
been converted to other uses 
and 
those who paid it, a s required 
by 
law, have been deprived oi tlie ben- 
elits it was intended to create. 
ft is not didieult 
to understand 
why me state should have a 1 aiitc 
balance m tin* general 
iund 
and 
should • »e aoie i<> keep tlie tax rate 
lo r uext \ ear at the same 
hgure 
when special funds are diverted into 
the general fund and used to detray 
the general expenses of the state, 
which are supposed to be met 
by 
taxation. 
The directors 
of

Iloosier 
»State Auto association a few hays 
ago appointed a committee to pre­ 
pare a suit to be brought

fact that there had been as 
much 


progress in the science of medicine 
as in any other line, calling atten- 
tion that it was only 42 years ago 
that the microscope was developtd 
so that the human eye could sec the 
germ causing tuberculosis. As a re- 
sult tuberculosis is on the decrease, 
the deaths from the disease having 
been reduced 30 percent in the past 
ten years.
